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Federal court overturns 
Lafferty convictions

DENVER — The 10th U.S. Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals on Monday 
threw out professed prophet Ronald 
Watson Lafferty’s two capital murder 
convictions and death sentences, say- 
ing the trial judge applied the wrong 
legal standard in finding him com- 
petent. 

The state court’s finding that Laf- 
ferty, convicted of murdering his sis- 
ter-in-law and her toddler, was com- 
petent to stand trial is 
“fundamentally flawed,” the court 
ruled. However, the circuit court did 
not hold that Lafferty was incom- 
petent as a matter of law. 

“...we do conclude that the record 
contains evidence from which a fact 
finder could have found him incom- 
petent under the proper legal stan- 
dard,” the court wrote. 

Lafferty, a 48-year-old self-pro- 
claimed prophet, and his brother, 
Dan Lafferty, were convicted in the 
1984 killings of Brenda Wright Laf- 
ferty, 24, and her 15-month-old 
daughter, Erica, in American Fork, 
Utah. 

The baby’s throat was cut in its 
crib. Brenda Lafferty was beaten and 
stabbed to death. 

‘The brothers claimed the killings 
were ordered by God. In a separate 
trial, Dan Lafferty, 42, was sen- 
tenced to life in prison for the same 
double murders after a jury dead- 
locked 11-1 on the death penalty. 

Testimony from two hitchhikers 
who witnessed the killings indicated 
Dan Lafferty cut the child’s throat 
while Ron restrained and beat the 
baby’s mother. 

Ronald Lafferty’s attorneys have 
submitted nine writ of habeas corpus 
issues to the appeals court to test the 
constitutionality of his conviction. 

“This likely means we’ll get a new 
competency hearing and a new trial,” 
said appeals lawyer Mike Esplin of 
Provo, Utah. “And that’s just great. 
Ron doesn’t belong on death row. 
This is the right ruling.” 

The question at trial, Esplin said, 
was whether Lafferty was able to as- 
sist in his defense and whethey he 
understood the penalties and pro- 
ceedings.

student survey shows 


96 percent frown on required insurance

A telephone survey of 500 BYU 
students has revealed an overwhelm- 
ing tide of opinion against mandatory 
BYU health insurance, as well as 
some startling notions about student 
awareness and other campus issues, 
including voting, BY USA and trans- 
portation. 

When asked if BYU should be able 
to require all students to carry BYU 
health insurance, regardless of any 
other private insurance they carry, 
most respondents did not have to pon- 
der their answer: no. 

In all, 96 percent of those asked 
said no, and many were emphatic in 
their replies. Only 3 percent said 
BYU should be allowed to impose its 
own insurance on all students. 

On the subject of voting, 51 percent 
of those responding said they were 
registered to vote in 1991, but only 11 
percent actually went to the polls. 
Forty percent were not registered 
and 7 percent were ineligible. 

Possible causes for the low student 
turnout could be the lack of a presi- 
dential election this year, the incon- 
venience of arranging to vote absen- 
tee in students’ home states and 
apathy. e 

Survey respondents were also 
asked to name the president of 
BYUSA, but 54 percent had no clue. 
Thirteen percent gave the correct an- 
swer, Amy Miner, and 15 percent 
were close with Amy Baird, her 
maiden name. 

Another 8 percent knew only her

Even though most students do hot 
know who Amy Baird Miner is, they 
do know where the recycling bins are 
on campus.

On the subject of transportation, 66 

percent said they have a car at BYU. 
That number was skewed, however, 
according to the students’ class stand- 
ing. 
Only 32 percent of freshmen have 
cars, while 63 percent of sophomores, 
71 percent of juniors, 85 percent of 
seniors and 92 percent of graduate 
students said they have a car in 
Provo. 

In contrast, only 32 percent named 
the car as their primary mode of 
transportation to school. Fifty-seven 
percent said they walk most of the 
time, while 7 percent ride a bicycle 
and 4 percent take the bus. 

Again, it was the freshmen doing 
most of the walking and the upper- 
classmen taking the car. EHighty- 
three percent of freshmen and only 41 
percent of seniors said they hoof it on 
a regular basis. 

Those called were also asked how 
often they read The Daily Universe. 
Thirty-eight percent said they read it 
every day, while 74 percent read it at 
least three days a week. Only 4 per- 
cent said they never read it.

On the other hand, Crystal Critch- 
field, 21, ajunior in family health from’

He said 4th District Judge J. 
Robert Bullock gave Lafferty’s de- 
fense lawyers an “impossible” task 
with the competency finding. 

“The judge told (trial lawyer 
Robert) Johnson to make the deci- 
sions, except when it came to putting 
on evidence about an insanity de- 
fense,” Esplin said. “Then he told 
Johnson that it was up to Lafferty.” 

During the trial’s death penalty 
phase arguments, Lafferty told his 
lawyer several times to sit down. Laf- 
ferty believed he would lose powers 
given him by God if he relied on attor- 
neys, physicians and others, Esplin 
told the circuit court during oral argu- 
ments Jan. 15. : 

In a 25-page ruling, the circuit 
court said Monday that competency 
to stand trial is an aspect of due pro- 
cess, and therefore constitutionally 
mandated. The standard that must be 
applied, the court wrote, is that a de- 
fendant have a rational as well as fac- 
tual understanding of the proceedings 
against him. 

“It is beyond dispute that the 
Supreme Court’s legal definition of 
competency ... mandates the conclu- 
sion that a defendant lacks the requi- 
site rational understanding if his men- 
tal condition precludes him from 
perceiving accurately, interpreting, 
and—or responding appropriately to 
the world around him,” the court 
wrote. 

Esplin said Monday that while Laf- 
ferty may have understood the pro- 
ceedings, his mental illness pre- 
vented him from making rational 
decisions about his defense. 

The state court erred when it em- 
braced the view that factual under- 
standing alone is sufficient in deter- 
mining competency, the Denver court 
wrote. 

“The very nature of the illness he 
had was a paranoia which made him 
unable to assist in his own defense,” 
Esplin had argued to the appeals 
court. 

However, Assistant Utah Attor- 
ney General Sandra Sjogren pointed 
out that while previous court rulings 
had determined Lafferty suffered 
from mental illness, it did not impair 
his ability to assist counsel.

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Europeans may unite currency by 1999 


MAASTRICHT, Netherlands — Leaving an escape route for Britain, 
European Community nations tentatively agreed Monday to set up a common 
central bank and to begin using a single currency by 1999. 

Leaders of the trading bloc ran into roadblocks in their quest for a political 
federation of their 12 nations. 

Dutch Foreign Minister Hans van den Broek said “insurmountable obsta- 
cles” thrown up by Britain and Spain were making it difficult to agree on a 
political union that would establish common foreign and internal security 
policies. The leaders led off the two-day gathering by tackling a merger of 
their economic and monetary policies. 

By day’s end, their finance ministers struck a deal that set a deadline of Jan. 
1, 1999 for the nations to establish a European Central Bank and common 
currency, officials said. 

As part of the arrangement, the European currency unit, or Ecu, would 
replace the French frane, German mark and other currencies as early as 1997 
and no later than 1999. 

The ministers worked on the wording of an “opt out” clause that would allow 
Britain to decide later whether to scrap the British pound for the new Eu- 
ropean currency. No details were released. 

The arrangement must still be formally accepted by the leaders, some of

WASHINGTON — President George Bush was warned Monday there is “a 
bad decade coming” despite progress in the war against AIDS. 

Meeting with top health officials and the National Commission on AIDS, 
Bush said the government has “good people working on it” and asked how the 
White House can be of more help in combatting the disease. 

Dr. June Osborn, representative of the National Commission on AIDS, said

“We've got a bad decade coming,” Osborn told the president. 

Officials estimate one million to 1.5 million Americans have been infected 
with the human immunodeficiency virus, which causes AIDS. Nearly 200,000 
people have been diagnosed with the disease and the death toll is nearly 
130,000. 


Military ban on homosexuals upheld 


WASHINGTON — A federal judge on Monday upheld the Pentagon ban on 
homosexuals in the military, saying the armed forces must have that power if 
they are to protect soldiers and sailors from AIDS. 

Joseph C. Steffan, a Naval Academy midshipman who acknowledged he was 
gay, had challenged the Defense Department policy as unconstitutional. U.S. 
District Judge Oliver Gasch ruled that the regulations “rationally further 
legitimate state purposes.” 

The policy promotes “the maintenance of discipline, morale, good order, a 
respected system of rank and command, a healthy military force, morality and 
respect for the privacy interests of both officers and the enlisted,” ruled the 
judge. 

Steffan will appeal Gasch’s ruling to the U.S. Court of Appeals, said Paula 
Ettelbrick, legal director of the Lambda Legal Defense and Education Fund in 
New York. The fund is a gay rights groups representing the former midship- 
man. Last spring, Gasch referred to Steffan asa “homo” three times during a 
hearing. Gasch ruled that the fact that he used the word did not mean he was 
biased, and an appellate court upheld his decision. 


Tycoon’s missing money wreaks havoc 


LONDON — Trouble at Robert Maxwell’s wrecked media empire deep- 
ened Monday with word that bank lenders failed to find more than half the $1.2 
billion in missing money he had frantically shuffled before his death. 

The flamboyant publisher’s sons Kevin and Ian were immersed deeper into 
the confusing jumble of events with the disclosure that a court had seized their 
passports and impounded assets to assure their help in finding the missing 
money. 

Robert Maxwell apparently used the money to help mask the weakness of 
his far-flung web of indebted companies, which range from tabloid newspapers 

to scholastic publishing. Kevin Maxwell, publisher of the Daily News in New 
York, appealed for the return of his passport so he could run that newspaper. 

The stunning turn of events since Maxwell’s mysterious death at, sea last 
month has created a scandalous uproar in Britain, where Maxwell was once 
pee pea: a Scrappy: business hero but is mow seen by many as a conhiving 
scoundrel. 


Watkins trial closes amid speculation 


NEW YORK — Three alternate jurors in the Brian Watkins murder trial 
said Monday if they.had to vote immediately they would probably convict the 
four defendants on the robbery charges and acquit them of felony murder. 

_ They said Justice Edwin Torres’ final instructions made it clear to them the 

four teen-agers are equally guilty of robbery, but they thought the murder 
charge was too severe because none of them actually killed Watkins. 
“T have some doubts about the felony murder charge,” said Irving Spencer, 42, 
a Sanitation Department employee who operates a mechanical street sweeper. 
“I. think it might be a bit severe. It was clear they didn’t intend to hurt 
anybody, but after the boy died they started giving each other up.” 

Mabel Hallman, 39, a traffic agent who lives on the Upper West Side, said 
she had doubts about felony murder. 

“Robbery, yes. Murder, no.” she-said. 

Torres told the jury that one who takes part in crime where there is a 

murder can be convicted of felony murder even though he is not the killer.

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A World View

Since the Meiji Restoration in the late 
1800’s, progress in Japan has been guided by 
an official policy of de-Asianization and pro- 
Westernization. Adhering to this policy 
seemed a rational and natural course, as 
Japan was driven to develop its technology 
and economy in order to take its place among 
advanced nations of the West. 

Yet Japan’s single-minded drive for mod- 
ernization took place at the expense of some- 
thing very significant — the friendship and 
trust of other Asian nations. 

Today, Japan should be pursuing a path of 
“ve-Asianization.” This term may easily con- 
jure up an image of Japan isolating itself 
within the boundaries of Asia, or placing 
itself at the center of Asia by dominating 
other countries in the region. This is simply 
not the case. The re-Asianization I am pro- 
moting is not exclusive. Rather, it involves 
strengthening ties in Asia, while at the same 
time maintaining close relations with the 
West. 

Japan has at times displayed a lack of sen- 
sitivity to the voices of other Asian nations, 
as demonstrated by World War II. Yet this 
cannot overshadow Japan’s strong relation- 
ship with Asia, exemplified by the large vol- 
ume of Official Development Aid provided to 
Asian countries — aid which surprised $4 
billion in 1990 alone, and which constituted 
nearly 60 percent of total Japanese foreign 
assistance. 

Rapid economic advancement in Asia be- 
gan in the 1970s. During these years, the 
pace of economic development accelerated, 
particularly for the newly industrializing 
economies and members of Association of 
South-East Asian Nations (ASEAN). Some 
coastal areas of China are also developing 
their economies. 

In addition, trade and investment be- 
tween and among Asian nations has in- 
creased dramatically. For example, Asian 
imports from Japan increased by nearly 30 
percent from 1985-89, while Japan’s direct 
investment in Asia, including China, rose 
from $2 billion to $41 billion during that same 
period. 

Today, consistent with general trends in 
Asia, Japan depends less on America as a 
trading partner because it has diversified its 
trade and investment in Asia and Europe. 
This is a natural and healthy development. 
It is not wise or viable for a nation to rely 
excessively on the market of one country for 
too long a period. 

Within the context of this Asian economic 
shift from the U.S. to more diverse markets, 
many of which are in the region, Malaysian 
‘Premier D.S. Mahathir bin Mohammed re- 


posal are two impending global economic 
moves: Market unification of the European 
Community in 1992 and the expected forma- 
tion of the North American Free Trade 
Area, a U.S.-lead free-trade bloc designed 
to compete with the EC. 

The Malaysian premier’s proposal implies 
that it is better for a stable world economy to 
have three economic blocs than two and, 
because East Asia is fast becoming a sizable 


Israeli policy 
stems from 
absence of 
U.S. action

JERUSALEM — Israel declared em- 
phatically that the Madrid peace negotia- 
tions should begin without prior conditions. 
However, the continuing establishment of 
settlements in the West Bank constitutes a 
tangible prior condition designed to fore- 
close negotiations on withdrawal from the 
occupied territories. Without such a with- 
drawal, peace is not attainable in the Middle 
East. 

The settlements are not a mere aspect of 
current Israeli policy. They are an organic 
part of the governing Likud Party policy 
that wants to dictate to history that the ter- 
ritories will stay Israeli. 

The United States could have called Israel 
to order in 1970s, long before the mass es- 
tablishment of settlements. The fateful mo- 
ment was in 1977, when Menachem Begin 
took power as Israel’s Prime Minister. 

His advocacy of de-facto annexation of the 
occupied territories flew in the face of 
United Nations Resolution 242, which had 
been recognized internationally as the only 
possible basis for settlement of the Arab-Is- 
raeli conflict. 

That resolution served as the main pillar 
of American policy in this conflict, and it 
would not be an exaggeration to say that 
over the years 242 had acquired the author- 
ity and prestige of an international norm. 

In the face of Begin’s ascent to power, the 
Jimmy Carter White House became ner- 
vous. Aware of Begin’s political positions, a 
crisis of confrontation was in the offing. 

This “game plan” presumably referred to 
preparations by Carter’s aides to challenge 
Begin’s position on annexation. During his 
Washington visit, Begin acquitted himself 
by declaring that “everything is negotiable.” 
The Americans were relieved, apparently 
interpreting this as a sign of moderation. 
But Begin only meant that everything was 
“talkable,” and nothing more. He returned 
home triumphantly because American diplo- 
macy had won over American statesman- 
ship. 

From then on, Israel’s rejection of 242 and 
its claim to the occupied territories were no 
longer outlandish. Before Begin’s ascent, it

economic and technological entity, some sort 
of formal regionalization is warranted. 

As a leading nation in Asia, Japan should 
support the EAEG if its goal is not to create 


an exclusive trading bloc, but rather to pro- - 


mote global trade and investment with the 
region, and if such a proposal is not in con- 
flict with the spirit and letter of the General 
Agreement on Tariffs and Trade (ATT). 

Naturally, Japan’s enormous economic 
and industrial strength may serve as a bar- 
rier to making positive moves in the region. 
Increased Japanese activity may stir up bit- 
ter memories of the prewar Greater Hast- 
Asia Co-prosperity Sphere. Some may fear 
that Japan is on its way to reviving the ag- 
gression displayed before and during World 
War II. 

Generally speaking, however, today’s po- 
litical and business leaders in Asia are com- 
paratively much younger than their counter- 
parts in Japan. This may mean that there are 
fewer people who look at Japan with the 
unabated suspicion caused by the pain they 
or their forefathers suffered from past 
Japanese actions. 

This does not, however, give Japan free 
license to conduct unrestrained economic 
and industrial activities in Asia, even though 
the world community is demanding that 
Japan take a more active “leadership role” in 
the international arena. 

It does not seem wise for Japan to be the 
sole leader in Asia. In this regard, China’s 
immense presence in the region must not be 
overlooked. This nation was not only on the 
winning side after World War II, it is also a 
permanent member of the U.N. Security 
Council. 

China commands special respect by virtue 
of its enormous cultural heritage and be- 
cause it is one of the oldest members of the 
community of nations. I believe it is prudent 
for Japan to cooperate with China as more- 
or-less co-chairs in contributing to the devel- 
opment of Asia. This, I am convinced, will 
mitigate the distrust that Asian neighbors 
may continue to harbor toward Japan. 

In placing greater emphasis on Asia and 
endeavoring to improve links with its Asian 
neighbors, Japan must be careful not to 
slight the United States. Although Japan 
officially been following a policy of “omnidi- 


rectional diplomacy” in relations with the- 


international community, nothing realisti- 
cally speaking has been more significant 
than its ties with the U.S. 

Japanese progress in Asia would be prob- 
lematic without support of America. There- 
fore, it is vital that Japan accompany its 
efforts toward Asia with comparable efforts 


‘towards the United States. 


The Japanese people cansot afford to ig- 
‘nore the fact that there are still people in the 
West who feel uncomfortable about Japan’s 
continued growth and development. Mindful 
of this distrust, I nonetheless believe the 
time will come when the world will not only 
expect Japan to assume a leadership role, 
but will also feel comfortable with it. Japan 
must persevere until that moment arrives.

The Americans were deprived henceforth of 
the possibility of challenging the Likud pol- 
icy on the grounds of international norms 
and international legality. 

Preventing a “disastrous encounter” in 
1977 only meant that it would be many times 


more disastrous in the future for all con-. 


cerned. The American leaders at the time 
lacked the foresight to grasp this — either 
they felt perplexed or simply did not care. 
Begin’s triumphant return from Washing- 
ton had great importance for Israeli political 
life. It signaled to Israelis that they should 
not be too concerned with the external 
world’s opposition to their policy. Even the 
U.S. gave way and resigned itself to Israeli 


spurning of the American position. Thus, . 


Israel felt it should not be tormented by 
misgivings about expansion and settlements 
in the occupied territories. The Likud’s posi- 
tion passed the feasibility test, which helped 
it to become entrenched in Israeli public 
opinion. 

Resolution 242 is now practically dis- 
carded by Israel, as can be inferred from 
U.S. Secretary of State James Baker’s de- 
mand for Israeli reaffirmation of its accep-

PRINCETON, N.J. — Beijing rolled out 
the red carpet for the arrival of U.S. Secre- 
tary of State James Baker. The mere visit of 
a high-ranking official serving directly un- 
der the President is very important in help- 
ing end the isolation the Chinese Communist 
regime has'‘suffered since 1989. It also en-: 
hances what is left of its legitimacy within 
the country after the Tien An Men Square 
massacre. Now the question is: What will 
James Baker bring back home in return for 
such a generous gift to the Chinese? 

Sitting at the table in Beijing, Baker met 
members of the Li Peng government, he also 
saw shadows of the Japanese behind the Chi- 
nese. Because the Japanese have an excel- 
lent understanding of China and enjoy more 
freedom to corrupt and buy off Chinese offi- 
cials, who are so vulnerable to bribery, a 
pro-Japan faction has long existed among 
the hardliners within the Communist 
regime. 

A strategy within the Chinese Commu- 
nists to “unite with the Japanese and con- 
front the Americans” has long been ru- 
mored. The Japanese are, of course, only too 
glad to welcome -this. Japan is already 
China’s largest creditor and trade partner, 


and China’s isolation after the Tien An Men 


suppression brought Japan golden opportu- 
nities to monopolize the Chinese market. 

As a consequence, the Japanese govern- 
ment was the first to lift its economic sanc- 
tions against the Chinese Communist 
regime. It was the first to provide, initially 
in private, then publicly, multiple loans to 
the Chinese Communists. And it was the 
first to send an official at ministerial level to 
visit Beijing. 

In his first few days in office, new 
Japanese Prime Minister Kiichi Miyazawa

No concrete alternative to the Israeli 
scheme of retaining the territories was of- 
fered by the Americans. This helped nurture 
a hope in Israel that perhaps, against all 
odds, the occupied territories would stay 
Israeli. 

Israel will pay heavily for American 
squeamishness. It will be justifiably said 
that Israel brought the suffering on itself by 
misreading reality and disobeying interna- 
tional norms. 

Nevertheless, the U.S. will be taken to 
task on grounds of irresponsibility, political 
and moral — not only for allowing Israel to 
sink in the quagmire of a wrong policy that 
flouted 242, the very basis on which the U.S. 
says peace must be made. American Jews 
will probably be found to bear a large share 
of the blame.

Peng. Speaking on China, Miyazawa said, 
“Some countries may have pulled them- 
selves out of absolute poverty, and for them, 
making a living is the most important for 
that country. Applying an abstract yard- 
stick of human rights to foreign aid would 
not allow for effective development assis- 
tance.” 

In the eyes of the Chinese, the United 
States and Japan are at two different ex- 
tremes. In fact, the first spontaneous 
demonstration against a foreign country 
since the founding of the People’s Republic 
—a demonstration organized by university 
students in Beijing and some other cities in 
September of 1985 — was a protest against 
the Japanese “economic invasion.” 

By contrast, the anti-American propa- 
ganda carried out by the Chinese Commu- 
nists for more than four decades has not 
been able to dispel the good feelings that the 
Chinese people have traditionally held for 
the United States. American support for 
China’s democratic movement in recent 
years and the limited, yet honest efforts the 
U.S. government has made in favor of im- 
proving Chinese human rights are widely 
recognized by the Chinese people. 

The ‘fact that several thousand political 


prisoners are indeed-held in China’s prisons » 


is a forceful counter-attack to Miyazawa’s 
view on human rights. If the Chinese had 
been content with their existence and had 
not demanded freedom, there would not 
have been so many people put in jail. 

An organized hunger strike by political 
prisoners is something unheard of in China. 
Yet, in reeent days, 50 political prisoners 
held in Liaoning Province decided to stage a 
collective hunger strike demanding the re- 
lease of political prisoners and an end to the

LISBON — The Madrid meeting and the 
processes leading up to it were a logical con- 
sequence of the establishment of a new bal- 
ance of power in the world 
and in the Middle Hast. 
Our first steps on the road 
to an enduring peace will, 
I believe, face far fewer 
obstacles than some 
would make us believe. 

The economic and secu- 
rity dimensions of peace 
are paramount. It is my 
conviction that the 
changes in the world 
economy have become Is- 
rael’s main enemy. Israel 
can no longer survive in 
isolation, with a long sup- 
ply line to Europe or the 
United States. The future 
holds no promise for small 
countries building up self- 
sufficient economies. On 
the contrary, the trend is 
toward large, integrated 
regional economies such 
as the European Commu- 
nity or North American 
Free Trade Zone. 

This evidence should 
lead to the realization that 
the best hope is to be 
found in an integrated re- 
gional economy that incorporates all small 
states in the region, including Israel and the 
future Palestinian state. 

Israel must acclimate itself to such a real- 
ity. Otherwise, it will remain in conflict with 
the proposed “new world order,” which 
rests on the idea of friendly cooperation, not 
isolation. 

A regional security system is obviously a 
necessary condition for the emergence of 
such a regional economy. Our area must be- 
come demilitarized. Demilitarization, as 
Egyptian president Hosni Mubarak has sug- 
gested, is one of the main roads to a Middle 
Hast peace. 

But for Israel to be part of this regional 
security system, it has to abide by the same 
rules and cannot remain a nuclear power in 
the middle of a demilitarized area. Other- 
wise, the dismantling of Iraq’s military 
power will lead to a complete double stan- 
dard. 

The most feasible and constructive way to 
move toward these economic and security 
goals is through a confederation, based on 
the Swiss model, of “the whole Palestine,”

Over 10,500 students, teachers, 
and parents from northern Utah, 
Texas, California, Idaho, the Soviet 
Union, Bulgaria and Japan have vis- 
ited the center, according to a news 
release.

A California-based company has 
agreed to pay the Environmental 
Protection Agency nearly a quarter of 
a million dollars for allegedly dump- 
ing hazardous wastes in Utah and 
Wyoming, said a spokesperson for the 
EPA Monday. 

In a settlement with the EPA, 
DICO Incorporated, Corona, Calif. , 
consented to pay $247,500 and to 
cease shipments of unauthorized haz- 
ardous wastes. 

According to an EPA press release, 
two facilities in Utah and one in Wyo- 
ming received the waste. These com- 
panies were Mountaineer Refinery

WEST PALM BEACH, Fila. 
William Kennedy Smith’s lawyer was 
ready to call Smith to the stand Mon- 
day at his rape trial but first sought 
assurances that he won’t be asked 
about previous sexual assault allega- 
tions. 

The legal question over Smith’s tes- 
timony arose after Smith’s mother 
briefly testified and a doctor said a 
rape couldn’t have happened exactly 
as the accuser described. 

Defense attorney Roy Black filed a 
last-minute motion to bar any men- 
tion during cross-examination of 
three women who, after Smith was 
accused of raping a woman at the 
Kennedy estate during Easter week- 
end, came forward and said he at- 
tacked them in the 1980s. Those 
women never reported the incidents 
to police. 

Circuit Judge Mary Lupo previ- 
ously rejected prosecutors’ attempts 
to have the three women testify. 

“We want to call Mr. Smith as a 
witness,” Black said. “But we want to 
make sure the state can’t open the 
door on cross-examination and enter 
evidence the court has ruled irrele- 


Lupo said she had decided to forbid 
any mention of it during cross-exami- 
nation. But prosecutors complained 
they had been given no notice of the 
motion and no opportunity to re- 
search legal precedents. 

Lupo reluctantly recessed court an 
hour early to give them time to pre- 
_ pare and said she would hear argu-

Dr. Raphael Good, who teaches at 
the University of Miami, came under 
attack by a prosecutor who noted that 
the 70-year-old psychiatrist-gynecol- 
ogist has never done research on 
rape, never testified in a rape case 
and has been called as an expert wit- 
ness only twice in his career. 

“T have done no research in the area 
of rape, that’s correct,” Good told as- 
sistant State Attorney Ellen 
Roberts, who also noted he has not 
practiced gynecology in 20 years.
